Lease Signed Through December 31, 1999 
June Opening Gets Off To A Great Start With Two 
Exhibits; Member Grand Opening Well Attended 


On April 10th, Ames Heritage 
Association hosted its annual 
meeting at Reiman Gardens. It 
was a session open to the public 
providing information about the 


museum efforts going on in Ames. 


‘The attendance and response was 
excellent and so supportive that 
AHA made a commitment to rent 
the 1300 sq.ft. space downtown at 
417 Douglas, formerly Made- 
leine’s Tea Room. Initial dona- 
tions have allowed AHA to begin 
presenting historical exhibits in 
the three display rooms at that 
location. Exhibits will change 
regularly. 


July 23rd Grand Opening was well attended. 


The first exhibits opened on June 
18th. They were Ames Names: 
Putting Faces with Familiar Ames 
Place Names and Rings A Bell: 
Developments in Communications 
Technology. 


On July 8, ISU’s ABC Computer 
Replica and a history of the 
development of the computer was 
installed and viewed through 
August 10 when it moved to the 
Iowa State Fair. 


On July 18th, an exhibit tracking 
the development of the 

Manhattan Prøject was installed. 
It will run through August 22nd.

Familiar Ames Place Names will 
also continue through August 

22nd.

* Thanks also goes to Farwell 
Brown for researching why the 
school was painted gray and not 
white like most one room schools. 
He found white was not used 
much in 1861, so the School is 
now a light shade of gray, which 
makes it look a little weathered. 


* Authentic maps were purchased 
this spring for the school and we 
thank Rollie Struss for making a 
map case to hold these four roll-up 
maps dating from 1755 to 1893. 
On these maps, you can see what 
lowa looked like in 1861 when 
Hoggatt School was built.

Bauge Log Home Restoration 
Makes Big Strides 
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Continued Work 
Toward Completion 

Work continues on meeting the 
Association’s goal to finish the 
restoration of the Bauge Log 
Home this year. 


Work days in May and June 
accomplished removal of ceiling 
joists added after 1890, trimming 
of nails ends in the loft, cleaning 
out and sorting materials stored in 
the loft and partial paneling of 
several walls in the lean-to. 


In July, Willie and Rollie Struss 
installed the beaded ceiling in the 
lean-to area. They were careful to 
leave a lift-up “hatch” that can be 
raised to expose the log construc- 
tion, and the attachment of the 
lean-to to the original structure. 


When cooler weather arrives, the 
walls in the lean-to rooms will be 
paneled and the window frames 
will be installed.
